Hong Kong, July 13—Special—Admiral Dewey has won 


another important victory in the capture of Grande Island, 
Subig bay, the chief harbor of the Philippines. 
A strong 


Spanish garrison occupied the place, and Aguinaldo notified 
Dewey that he was unable to take it. 
Dewev dispatched the 


Corcorcl «.nd Raleigh to take the island and capture the gar- 
rison. 
The cruisers destroyed the earthworks and fortifica- 


tions, and sent shells through the commander's house. 
The 


Spaniards then ran up the white flag. The entire /garrison 
were made prisoners. 
Forty thousand rounds of ammuni- 


tion, and one Hotchkiss gun were also captured. 
This vic- 


tory gives the Americans control of Subig bay, and frustrates 
•Germany's supposed plans to inteifere in the Philippines. 


The garrison consisted of five hundred men. The com- 


mander gave up his sword without resistance. 


Sagasta Must Remain. 


London, July 13—Special—It now looks as if Sagasta

Truce Is Extended. 


Washington. July 13—Special—Shatter just telegraphs 


that the truce has been extended until noon tomorrow. Toral 
and Shafter consulted regarding the surrender, and Toral de- 
clared that he could not surrender without authority from the 
government, but has the privilege of withdrawing his troops, 
surrendering the harbor ports, munitions ot war and the east- 
ern portion of Cuba. 
Shafter says the bombardment will

his refusal to accept to the American 
demand made on Sunday and again re- 
Iterated his determination to resist.
